interstate fair this fall.

Since, however, a classi­ 


cal origin has been advanced for ‘23,’ it is no more than right that ‘skiddoo’ 


should be similarly honored. 


“ Dickens’ ‘Tale of T w o Cities’ was written 
in 
1859.
